| Aving feen John Plimpton's Ten Charges againſt 
xj the People, call'd Quakers, and underſtanding 
he has afſum'd to himſelf an Authority of ap-

..theſe Reaſons : viz, It being the day of our County Quarter 
ly Meeting, which was appointed long before his, both 
as to Time and Place, we cannot attend him, and was 
it not ſo? Ido not ſee we are obliged to it; becauſe 


_ che hath nor perform'd the Conditions of Wiliam Penn's 
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Offer, ( viz.) get the Heads of the Baptiſts to Im- 
barque in him ( which he formerly, and alfo lately; gaye 
ExpeCtation of ) for Fohn Amory, of Wrinton, in Sommerſer- 
ſhire ; one of their Apoſtles, or Meſſengers, came with him 
to Fohn Rutyy's, in Melkeſham, the 17th. of the laſt Mo, 
and did then, and there, 1n the Preſence of 7. P. himſelf, 
- and divers Witneſles, refuſe to Sign his Charges againſt 
us, and to imbarque in him, either for the freew1l| Bap- 

tiſts, in general, or himſelf in particular; and alſo ſaid 

he knew no body that would, and blamed him for an 

Indiſcreet Conduct therein , adviling him to be quier, 

and ſince thar William Earl did allo refukl to fign them, when 

put to him by Peter Knight, Simon Shewritig, attd- Toby
